Generally  speaking ,  the  standards  of  the  food  premises 
mentioned  in  Table  12  are  satisfactory. 

Disposal  of  condemned  food  is  a  very  minor  matter,  and  is  dealt 
with  by  incineration,  burial  etc.  Suitable  meat  condemned  at  the 
slaughterhouses  is  utilised  at  the  Ledbury  Hunt  Kennels. 

Milk  Supplies. 

This  District  is  practically  entirely  agricultural  with  nearly 
300  milk  producers.  Most  of  the  milk  produced,  is  consumed  outside  the 
District  and  is  taken  up  to  the  City  of  Gloucester  for  pasteurising,  or 
processed  at  Messrs.  Cadbury's  factory  at  Frampton-on-Severn. 

The  general  supervision  of  dairy  farm  premises  and  milk 
Ijroduction  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

The  Council  have  powers  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations,  1949  s  with  regard  to  the  spread  of  infectious  disease 
by  milk.  1  cowman  was  excluded  from  handling  cows,  owing  to  a  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever. 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  registration  and  licences  as 
shown  in  Tables  13  and  14,  and  for  retail  milk  sampling  as  shown  in 
Table  15.

,  ,  Gooa  housing  is  a  long-term  policy  with  regard  to  the  eradication 
01  buocrculosrs °  It  helps  toF/ards  the  cure  of  the  disease,  but  even  more 
important  is  the  fact  that  it  reduces  the  likelihood  of  household  contacts 
becoming  infected. 


Tuberculosis  After  Care. 

An  After  Care  Committee  was  formed  in  I95O  to  assist 
tuberculosis  cases  in  the  combined  area  of  Tewkesbury,  Gloucester  Rural 
and  New ent  Rural  Districts.  It  is  purely  voluntary,  except  for  a  grant 
of  £3  per  annum  for  stationery  and  postage  from  the  County  Council. 
Financially ,  thanks  to  voluntary  subscriptions  etco,  the  Committee  is  in 

quite  a  good  position  and  so  far,  no  case  deserving  assistance  has  been 
refused.
